Tbs unsuccessful effort to es¬ 
cape from the Indiana reforma¬ 
tory at Jeffersonville Monday 
night, made by (wo of the in¬ 
mates. decalls the daring and 
successful attempts made a few 
years ago by Ed Bailey, who wa? 
by far the shrewdest and most 
despeiate criminal ever confined 
ia the insulation. 

The story of Dailey’s crimes, 
confinement at various times in 
the slate prifoo, bis subsequent 
escapes and successful evasion 
of the officers reads like a ro¬ 
mance. and stamps him beyond 
doubt the most noted criminal 
with whom the Indiana authori¬ 
ties ever had to deil 

A beardless youth, t.e first | 
came to the Prison 8ooih from 
Vanderbarg county, led ,in 1891.! 
Be waa then known as James 
Burcbell and was sent op for a 
three year term for larceny. His 
innocent appearance and perfect 
discipline soon caused him to be 
regarded as a model prisoner 
and the officials little thought 
that he would develop into one 
of the smoothest of tbs man? 
shrewd inmates, his after con¬ 
duct proved that it was almost 
impossible to build a cell or 
forge a chain that would hold 
him. the links falling from bis 
wrists and the donblj^ioeke^ | 
heavily gratgA-tfOors sneming toj 
a*ieg~rrf»eo tor him as if by! 
magic, freeing him whenever he 
chose. How be secured assist 
aoce, from wheoce came the tools 
that helped him, could never be i 
learned. 

When brought before the dep¬ 
uty warden af.er some of his un- 
uuccesaful efforts to eseape the 
boyish face and innocent expres¬ 
sion would never change when 
he refesed to divulge how he 
managed to escape from bis cell. 
No sooner bad begaioed the con¬ 
fidence of the officers during his 
first term than be began devising 
means of securing bis liberty. 
A fellow prisoner, John Crawford, 
woo was confined with him in 
the Evansville jail, was taken 
Into bis confidence and a plot 
was form slated. 

Late in the aTtorno-m of No¬ 
vember T, 1881, but two months 
after being admitted, the two 
men completed their tasks in the 
ecoper shop and went, as was 
their custom, to the cieaniog 
room. A force of yard men 
were always employed In the 
grounds doing odd jobs. One of 
them bad left a ladder near 
where the conspirators were 
passing. As a guard turned his 
back for a moment Dailey quickly 
saw his opportunity, motioned to 


his chum and they picked up the 
ladder and walked coolly past 
toe keeper. Dailey roughly or 
deneg Crawford io a loud tote 
to "Hurry up sad we’ll finish ibis 
job before turning in time ” The 
guard was loos nicely fooled 
and a few minutes later the 
ladder was planted aga'ost the 
prison wall beniod a smokestack, 
sod the two men were quickly op 
the outside. Nothing but the 
daring of Dailey could have made 
such a feat possible. Uofortun 
ately for them, bowtever, they 
met William Doherty and Capt 
William Royce, night guards, on- 
I their way to report. The con¬ 
victs separated, hat Doherty. 

[ who carried a revolver, soon cap- 
I tured Dailey. Rovcb attracted 
J the attention of wall guard Mc- 
i Rea, who ordered Crawford to 
'stop. He did not do so and a 
minute later tell with a bullet 
through bis heart. 

Dailey took ois capture philo¬ 
sophically. He served bis time.
